REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Once  again  we  are  called  upon  to  give  an  account  of  our 
schools  during  the  past  year.  Experienced  teachers  were 
obtained  in  most  of  them.  We  find  it  hard  to  get  the  expe- 
rienced ones  with  the  salary  we  pay  as  the}*-  can  do  better  else- 
where. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  number  of  visits  of  the  parents  and 
citizens  to  tbe  Bow  Mills  school,  and  wish  that  other  districts 
would  compare  favorably  with  them.  For  what  encourages 
the  teacher  and  pupils  more  than  to  know  that  the  parents  are 
interested  in  their  work?  What  results  do  we  find  in  schools 
where  the  pupils  are  upheld  by  their  parents?  It  needs  a 
hearty  cooperation  with  the  teacher  to  bring  the  best  results. 

In  several  of  our  schools  we  found  where  new  books  had 
I >een  given  a  pupil ;  at  the  end  of  the  term  they  were  in  a  bad 
condition.  In  the  near  future  sve  recommend  that  the  rule  be 
enforced  providing  that  all  books  found  in  a  mutilated  condi- 
tion shall  be  paid  for  by  the  pupil. 

New  outline  maps  were  purchased  for  the  schools  and  we 
found  them  appreciated  by  the  teachers  who  used  them. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  in  our  schools  compares  favor- 
ably with  that  of  former  years.  We  find  when  pupils  reach 
their  fifteenth  year  and  are  not  obliged  to  attend  school,  they 
soon  find  this  out  and  the  result  is  that  they  stay  away  from 
school.  This  seems  a  very  early  age  to  us  as  they  little  real- 
ize what  they  will  be  called  to  do  later  in  life. 

Measles  breaking  out  in  the  River  Road  school,  the  progress 
of  the  pupils  there  was  somewhat  retarded  for  a  time.  None 
of  the  cases  proved  serious,  however,  and  all  the  pupils 
were  soon  able  to  resume  their  tasks. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  text-books  as  they  seem  to 
give  general  satisfaction.
